During the interview, Applicants indicated to the Examiner that the rejection 
of claims 54 and 56 under 35 U.S.C. §102 was not properly raised because de Kruif, et al. 
(1996) J. Biol. Chem. 271(13): 7630-7634, 1996 as evidenced by de Kruif, et al. (1995) J. 
Mol. Biol. 248: 97-105 does not teach or suggest all elements of the pending claims. 
Applicants also pointed out to the Examiner that the written description requirement has been 
complied with because the present specification provides support for claims 64-69 such as, 
for example, at pages 22-23 and Figure 4.
